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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regard to claim 1 applicant argues that Aritake 
fails to disclose sub-pixels corresponding to a plurality of elemental regions of the image in different view directions. Applicant specifically 
asserts that the divided 2-dimensional images generated by phase display 122 do not correspond to regions of an image in different view 
directions. The examiner disagrees. As noted In col. 15 lines 46-63 the phase display 122 and image display 120 receive divided two 
dimensional images corresponding to virtual opening areas A1 -An. Col. 1 5 line 64 to col. 1 5 line 1 0 further discloses that the pixels, and 
sub pixels, of the image from display 120 are deflected by the phase display 122 so that an observer can see a solid image. By disclosing 
that the pixels are deflected by the phase display 122 so as to correspond to virtual opening areas A1 -An Aritake discloses sub-pixels 
corresponding to a plurality of elemental regions of the image in different view directions. This is further illustrated in Fig. 30 which clearly 
shows image regions directed in different view direction to correspond to virtual openings Ai and Ai+k. Thus the applicant's arguments are 
unpersuasive. 

In regard to Woodgate, applicant asserts that Woodgate fails to remedy the supposed deficiencies in Aritake. However as noted above 
Aritake discloses the dispute claim limitations. 
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
